Commissioners contract with engineering firm

Crawford County 
Commissioners last week hired 
an engineering firm to put 
together cost estimates on poten- 
tial upgrades and expansions 
which may take place at the 
county building. 

The county commissioners 
hired the Northwest Design 
Group of Petoskey to complete a 
conceptual design study for the 
future of the county building for 
$27,900. 

The first task the engineers 
will be charged with will be to 
determine how the county build- 
ing can be made accessible to 
meet with the American with 
Disability Act (ADA) codes. 

Engineers will also be asked to 
determine the efficiency of the 
building heating and cooling sys- 
tems, where possible building 
expansions could be made on the 
property, where parking spaces 
could be created and how many 
employees and county depart- 
ments could be housed in the 
building. 

Earlier this year, a committee 
formed to explore the potential 
relocation of the county building 
and determined the county facili- 
ties should remain in the current 
location. 

The committee was formed 
after Bill Gannon, the owner of 


Gannon Broadcasting, expressed 
interest ‘in acquiring the four 
acres the county building and jail 
are located on to develop the land 
in conjunction with the former 
Bear Archery property. 

Officials are still considering 
plans to move county facilities 
which would allow for the 
expansion of Michigan Avenue, 
expanding Grayling’s downtown 
area into the Bear Archery prop- 
erty and creating a new path for 
traffic in the community. 

Engineers are expected to have 
a preliminary draft on possible 
upgrades to the county building 
by the end of the year. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of 
the county board, said officials 
will then determine if the 
upgrades will be done in phases 
or if financing will be sought for 
one huge project. 

“It’s really hard to make those 
decisions until we get the infor- 
mation on what it’s going to cost 
so that’s what we're after,” 
Stephenson said. 

Neal Michael, chairman of the 
county building authority, said 
the county at least needs a plan in 
place to defend itself against 
lawsuits since the building is not 
ADA compliant. 

In January, 2003, the county 
was awarded a $300,000, United 
States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Rural Development

THE HISTORY OF Veterans Day has 
evolved with world events. 

Back in 1919, Armistice Day was 
established to hail the end of the bloody 
war which had enveloped much of 
Europe from 1914-1918 and to honor 
American soldiers and sailors who had 
died in the hostilities. 

At the time, that war was known as 
“The War to End All Wars.” In ensuing 
years, to Americans it became “The 
World War.” 

Not until another worldwide war 


_ erupted in 1939-45 did it become neces- 


sary to attach Roman numerals to our 
World Wars. 

The World War I armistice was timed 
deliberately to be formalized at the 11th 
hour of the 11th day of the 11th month.

The first Armistice Day on the first 
anniversary of the actual armistice was 
to be observed in the United States with 
a suspension of all activity throughout 
the country for a two minute period on 
November 11, 1919, at precisely 11 a.m. 

That first observance of world peace 
also was marked by parades, public 
meetings, and speeches.

PRESIDENT WOODROW Wilson 
proclaimed the first Armistice Day with 
these words: 

“To us in America, the reflections of 
Armistice Day will be filled with solemn 
pride in the heroism of those who died in 
the country’s service and with gratitude 
for the victory, both because of the thing 
from which it has freed us and because 
of the opportunity it has given America 
to show her sympathy with peace and 
justice tn the councils of the nations.”

Whether these military actions are desig- 
nated officially as “wars” is beside the 
point; heroic young men and women 
continue to serve their country, and far 
too many are killed in battle. 

The interim between American 
involvements in wars seems to be 
shrinking. American troops have been 
sent to foreign hot spots somewhere in 
the world almost constantly. 

Sadly the significance of a special day 
to recognize the sacrifices and heroism 
of American service men and women 
grows each year.

Let us hope and pray that the number 
of new American service veterans in the 
future will diminish rather than increase, 
and that our national day to honor those 
who have served their country by bear- 
ing military arms will stop growing in 
significance. 

Only lasting international peace, 
based on human dignity and equal jus- 
tice, will fulfil! such a vision. That 
should be America’s consistent goal.

Rome included praise for their 
faith in Romans 1:8, perpetual 
prayer for them in v. 9, his plan- 
ning prayer to be with them in v. 
10, and his provisional prayer 
for their establishment in verse 
li: “For I long to see you, that 
I may impart unto you some 
spiritual gift, to the end ye may 
be established.” 

First is Paul’s desired plan for 
their provision. “For I long to 
see you,....” Paul had a great 
desire for many years to visit 
them. (Rom. 15:23). Little did 
he know he would go to Rome 
as a Roman prisoner. 

Second, Paul had a divine 
present for their provision. 
*....Phat I may impart unto you 
some spiritual gift....” Jesus 
Christ by his finished work 
‘....led captivity captive, and 
gave gifts unto men.” (Eph. 4:8- 
12). He has given gifted men to 
the church for the perfecting of 
the saints for the work of the 
ministry, Not only the saints of 
Rome but all of us still possess 
one of Paul’s greatest gifts, 
namely the Epistle to the 
Romans. But besides these 
Holy Scriptures, Paul desired to 
teach them personally in more 
detail by expounding upon each 
of these great truths.

gifts as charismatic experiences 
which reveal spiritual maturity.
